INCREASES IN INCOME 
TAX APPROVED 


.The income tax section virtually 


was agreed to except for re-arrange- 
rheri't of sur-taxes on Incomes between 
$15,000 and $40,000. The graduated 
eur-taxes of from 1 to 50 per cent 
on incomes from $5000 to those of a 
million dollars and over were ap- 
proved. 


The Senate increase of from 2 to 


4 per cent of the income tax on cor- 
porations, joint stock companies and 
Insurance companies was approved, 
together with the new normal indi- 
vidual tax of 2 per cent on incomes of 
unmarried persons in excess of $1000 
and of married-persona of more than 
$2000. 
The graduated excess profits rates 


are 20 per cent of the excess profits 
not in excess of 15 per cent of the in- 
vested capital for the taxable year; 
25 per cent on profits in excess of 15 
per cent and not over 20 per cent of

DD7FERENT RATES ON 
READING MATTER 


In lieu of the House zone tax on 
second-class publications 
the con- 


ferees included a new zone system 
effective July 1, 1918, with different 
rates for reading matter and adver- 
tising mater, with special, but in- 
creased, rates for religious, agricul- 
ture and other publications. 


A flat increase on reading matter 


of a quarter of a cent per pound until 
July i, 1919, and one-half cent there- 
after was provided. Advertising mat- 
ter exceeding o per cent of the total 
space would be taxed from % to 214 
cents additional until July 1, 1919, and 
from % cent to 4% cents more until 
July 1, 1920, and from % cent to 6% 
cents to 1-921 and from 1 cent to > 
cents thereafter. 


An additional tax of, % cent per 


pound until July 1, 1919, and % cent 
'thereafter on religious, agricultural, 
fraternal and similar publications was 
adopted. 


The l-cent tax on letters, excepting 
drop letters and postal cards, was re- 
stored by the conferees.

condition of semi-starvation, the 
three children of Mrs. Maude 
Keenan, Dahlgren, divorced wife 
of one of Brooklyn's once popu- 
lar society leaders, were taken 
from 
their 
mother 
today 


by the officers of the Brooklyn 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children and com* 
mitted to a charitable organiza- 
tion.

The social workers found the 


children, with their mother, 
huddled in an apartment that 
had been denuded of its furni- 
ture by installment furniture 
companies from which it had 
been purchased. The only food 
was part of a stale loaf of bread. 
The children, 11, 8 and 4 years 
of age, were scantily clad and 
anemic. Their bed was a mat- 
tress on the floor. 


Mrs. 
Dahlgren tearfully pro- 


tested against the removal of the 
children. Slic said her husband, 
Winthrop Dahlgren, grandson of 
the late Rear Admiral Dahl- 
gren, V. S. N., and she had been 
divorced over a year ago, and 
that lately because of business 
reverses he had been unable to 
keep up payments of alimony.

Secret Service 


Man Murdered, 


Says Sweetheart 


PORTLAND, 
Sept. 29. — 


Frank B. Ratisseau, whose body 
was found in the woods near 
Portland yesterday, was a secret 
service man murdered by 
enemies of the government, ac- 
cording to the statement tonight 
of Miss Bessie Barton of Seattle, 
his sweetheart. 


Miss Barton and her brother, 


R. Barton, came to Portland 
from Seattle this afternoon. She 
told Acting Coroner Smith that 
Ratisseau was a secret service 
man, 
and that the last time they 


had been together he had said, 
"I'm 
afraid they're^going to get 


me, Bessie." 


Ratisseau s body was identi- 


fied by the police by means of a 
registration card which was 
found in his pocket. Ratisseau 
registered in Galveston, Texas. 
•He had been in Portland since 
August 4.

BERLIN, Sept. 29, via London.— 


The German secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann, 
speaking before the main committee 
of the Reichstag, said he could not 
venture to say what would be the 
immediate outcome of tlie papal steps 
toward peace. 
"This courageous initiative of the 


Pope," said the secretary, "will mark 
an epoch in the history of this tre- 
mendous battle of nations and will 
appear as an unlading page in the 
annals of Vatican diplomacy. 
The 
Pope threw the word 'peace' into the 
turmoil of battle ;tt a. time when 
events threatened to transform Europe 
into a place of blood-stained ruins. 
"The German people and the Ger- 
man government, whose consciousness 
of their strength and internal security 
always made it easy for them to em- 
phasize their willingness to conclude 
an honorable peace, have reason to 
welcome gratefully the Initiative of 
the Curia, which made it possible for 
them, to set forth again their national 
policy in a clear, unambiguous man- 
ner. I say intentionally 'national pol- 
icy,' as I hope and believe the reply 
of the German government, both as 
regards its form and contents, em- 
bodies the desires of the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the, Germans. 
BROUGHT TOGETHER 
BY COMMON AIMS 


"For our purely German develop- 


ment, the note Is also a landmark. It 
is. the first result of the collaboration 
between all the factors of the govern- 
ment and the representatives of the 
German ^parliament 
That, has been 


attempted here for the first time and 
with a cordiality that has no prece- 
dence, so near as.I can .see, even In 
purely parliamentary states." , . 
• This collaboration, added! the sec- 
retary, both with regard to Its prin- 
ciple and results, is of a kind which

His aggressive inquiry of a Southern 
California^, one formerly occupying a high official 
position in Washington, as to how they came to gold 
brick him in such a way, establishes that from present 
indications he is not likely to indulge in speechmaking 
in that direction : ;ind his well recognized quarrel with 
Heney argues against his lending a hand there. Be- 
sides, the gentleman here quoted, who has such a high 
opinion of the senators potency, is of the opinion that 
Heney will not be a candidate; that he has been so 
well provided for and is in such a congenial environ- 
ment at Washington that he will not leave it to take 
a chuuce.

Besides, if the 
administration takes any account of California at all, 
and there appears a chance to strengthen it by the 
election of a Democratic governor, the natural ex- 
pectation would be that it would encourage a candi- 
date who sees a chance. But assuming that the fore- 
caster is a reliable dopester, the situation is most 
interesting. With Eolph's chances much slimmer than 
a few weeks ago, and two others who have been dis- 
cussed under the handicap of not enjoying the favor 
of the junior senator, there is a great chance for a 
dark horse.

If the situation proves to be as promising as now 
seems, there will undoubtedly be over-night entries. 
But it is just possible that the situation is not exactly 
as it is represented by the eminent expert. There are 
undoubtedly a considerable number of former Johnson 
supporters who are committed to the fortunes of the 
present governor. 
He has also the advantage of 


geography. As it now appears, the division of forces 
will make it exceedingly difficult to rally the old-time 
Johnson strength, especially in a campaign where he 
is not a candidate.

It may have been noticed that the governor is rather 


shy in his appearances in this city. All through the 
strike excitements he has been far away, and as to some 
of the semi-official functions that he might well have 
taken part in he has not figured.

that no progress toward an adjustment could be 
made. Of course, Eolph is not of the mentality to 
smooth out such a corrugated situation, and it was 
announced in Saturday's papers that they would not 
serve in the arbitration. McCarthy, it vvas given out, 
was ill, but nothing whatever was offered in explana- 
tion of the dropping of Rolph. But that they were 
certainly dropped is shown by the agreement adopted 
by the conferees, the signatures being-Gavin McXab, 
Mortimer Fleischhsker, J. L. .AmWem-jj w.

Another Phase 


Another story is somewhat similar and comes from 


another angle of the controversy. It is to the effect 
that the big employers involved in the strike refused 
to have anything to do with the effort at settlement if 
the mayor figured. They even refused to meet in the 
mayor's office. Those who felt this way are repre- 
sented to include 0. 0. Moore, the ironmaster and 
president of the late exposition. Alter the elimina- 
tions the arbiters met and made headway. It is under- 
stood that Mortimer Fleischhaker was chiefly re- 
sponsible for getting the elements together and bring- 
ing the conference to a conclusion. This was reached 
alter two days' busy negotiations; and that it was not 
unanimously ratified by the unions involved has 
occusioueu surpiise ami some apprehension.

It has been- 
asserted that a large majority of men—some putting 
it as high as 80 per cent—were opposed to the strike. 
The vote nowhere sustains this, and, to the contrary, 
vindicates the leaders, who have always insisted that 
the strike was in full accord with the sentiment of the 
unions. There is some evidence, however, that some 
did not realize that this strike was to result exactly 
as it did. As the situation came to be commented 
upon those most directly concerned Kern to have dis- 
covered themselves in a different attitude from the 
usual man who has disagreed with his job. As much 
of the work under way was government work, urgently 
needed, one phase was that those who went out were 
obstructing the government in its stress.

Much in the Air 


Tl>8 talk about the city purchasing the United Rail- 


roads appears to be pretty much in the air. At least 
svc'.i n transaction is a good ways from realization at 
the present time. The Board of Supervisors has 
resolved that the purchase is desirable, which is good 
as lar as it goes, but it does not go very far. The 
talk about the United Railroads Company selling co 
the city on a sort of gentleman's agreement, without 
cash, bonds or guarantee of any kind the purchaser 
10 p«n out of the income, is not good appealing sense. 
There would have to be devised some method ot arriv- 
ing at a valuation, and then a submission to the peo- 
ple of a plan 1>y which the city might become the pur- 
chaser, all of which would take time and depend upon 
the temper of the public in the referendum. Perhaps 
the company is sufficiently tired of the situation to 
be willing to dispobe of its lines at a bargain, but it 
cannot be willing to give them awa;,. its officers thus 
becoming liable to slock and bondholders for remiss- 
ness in the conservation of properties that were put in 
their charge. It has been said that the stories that 
are afloat, of the city's intent to purchase off-hand, 
is a plan to let the striking carmen go back to work 
without the appearance of having lost out 
This may 


or may not Lc so, Vat the end of th'« t-mihl«» is not yrt 
in sight. While the situation has not cleared, and the 
repeated declaration of United Railroads officials 
that the trouble is over is not borne out, still it is not 
probable that the strike will triumph: while it is get- 
,tins more and more on the city's nerve. Were there 
any way of ceding it without one side or the other 
backing* squarely down, it would be highly acceptable 
to all concerned. The murder of one of the imported 
men on Wednesday aggravated the situation, and will 
look woise at a distance than it does close up.

Twenty-five of the civic and business organizations 


of the city have affiliated in a Citizen's General Com- 
mittee. This committee is composed of loO members, 
six from each organization. It is independent of the 
Chamber of Commerce, though working along some- 
what similar lines. It was called into being by this 
car strike, and in general has been organized to meet 
emergencies that may arise \\here a united front is 
desired of those who are vitally concerned. One of the 
charges against the Chamber of Commerce has been 
that it is largely composed of commuters, who should 
nut be propeily concerned iu the political affairs, 
of this city. This was taken account of in organ- 
izing this general committee, and care was taken 
to see that every member is a resident and \oter of 
San Francisco. The new orgairization" has put Man- 
ager Schlessinger of the Emporium at its he?d. One 
of the things that it has done is to appeal to the'press 
of the city to use its influence to bring about more 
stable conditions, giving business men a chance. It 
was represented that present conditions automatic- 
ally militate against the newspaper business as well 
as all others.

Roncoveiri and the School Survey 


On Saturday last the California Branch of the Asso- 


ciation of Collegiate Alnmnae held an interesting and 
npnr-exoitin£ mpftir". It is TVP!) iindprstood that this 
organization is responsible for the school sorvjey that 
has exercised some of our educators to a rather ex- 
treme point. It raised SS500 to pay for the work, 
which was performed by government experts, all from 
the outside. The undertaking was approved by_ the 
.Board of Education, but not by the superintendent of 
schools. There is an anomalous condition here, in that 
the members of the board are appointed, while the 
superintendent is elected. The school department thus 
lacks- homogenity at its very base. The report of the 
survey was voluminous and it was not gentle with 
the schools. It found that fewer pupils attend than in 
corresponding cities, v\ hile the financial ability of the 
city is greater. It found that teachers are not up to 
the standard of .other cities, though getting higher 
pay; that antiquated methods prevail,',jtud that the 
housing is inferior in many respects. JDven the new 
buildings appear to have been designed more with 
reference to eT+erior j"-chi torture than educational 
utility. In the course of its findings the superin- 
tendent did not fare very well. He is not a practical 
educator, being a musician and a discovery of former 
Mayor Schmitz, through whose efforts he was installed 
at the head of the school department some twelve 


> ears ago, since which he has been able to perpetuate 
himself. At this meeting of the collegiate alumnae 
branch some discussion was had of this survey report, 
Dr. Boorne of the State University, Dr. Langer of the 
Public Education Society, Dr. D'Ancona of the Board 
of Education aud Dr. Adelaide Brown _of the State 
.Board of Health-, took part in the discussion, some of 
them pointedly. It might uot be exact to say that 
Superintendent Roncoveiri butted into the discussion, 
but it is certain that he appeared without, invitation 
and demanded to be heard. He at once took issue with 
the conclusions of the report, and w-as not satisfied in 
declaring that they were mistaken, but characterized 
them as untrue, the conclusions unfounded and the 
methods of the surveyors unfair. Altogether he put 
the meeting, compos'ed mostly of women, in a flutter, 
notwithstanding that they were well notified of Eon- 
coveiri's disposition toward any improvement in the 
school system.

Aside from that he was a man of strong char- 
acter and sti iking individuality. The mother of the 
young martj r is a Jady of sterling worth, and it adds 
to the tragic character of his death that at the moment 
of the disaster she was completing a 6000-mile jour- 
nsy fiom this city on a visit to her son. While she 
adofed him. she acquiesced and took pride in hia 
patriotic determination to serve his country. A key 
to the family trait is afforded in young McMonagle's 
premonition of impending disaster. It is told that a 
few days before he was killed be said to his friends 
that if they "got" him, which would imply that he was 
to the, fore in aerial adventure, his mother would have 
the consolation of knowing that he passed on fighting 
and doing his duty, "as she would wish it." McMonagle 
was but 25, and a favorite in the athletic circles of 
joung California collegians.

In Polly, Richardson has drawn a 


heroine for whom the reader will re- 
turn thanks. 
Unlike the flashing and 


radiant creatures who stand' out of 
.the pages as do the girls on the 
magazine covers, she is a real .girl 
and one to be loved 
only 
through 


acquaintance. 
One 
: does not know, 


until the book Is near its close, that 
she Is a heroine, she is so unassuming 
and, apparently, so unaccomplished. 


When Mahoney forsook the ways 


of a storekeeper and took ftp his old 
profession, that of a physician, there 
came dark days and then startling 
success and Polly, the slim figure in 
the background, became more 
and 


more tho source of his inspiration. 
There came days of illness for him, 
days of trials of various kinds, and 
his temper was none too sweet. One 
after another the reasons which have 
occasioned many a woman to tiirn

opposite. Its openly agnostic, aggres- 
sively material, bltteily resenttul her- 
oine, is won over in the end to the 
faith of her fathers 
The agent of 


her undoing la a man Just back from 
the trenches. 
He wins her, though 


not by preaching, In the tragic mo- 
ment of her Ufa when her house of 
cards tumbles down and there Is noth- 
ing left in life to believe in or cherish 
or depend xipon except what he gives 
her, what sho hud Io.it. 


"The Heart's Kingdom," like much 


of the best literatuio, is the direct 
outgrowth of contemporary sentiment, 
When 
enough people aio thinking 


about the same thing the expression 
thereof in literature Is bound to ro- 
•ult. It depends upon the resistless 
law of supply and 
demand. 
This 


volume is based upon tho current oC 
doubt and ciuostlonliiK and of spiritual 
awakening to which the war itself has 
largely contributed. It represents one 
development of the newly irritated 
striving 
for spiritual bolstering to 


whit:h the war has given rise. 


Not only humoroiiH and dramatic Is 


this book, but vital, too. It tins to do 
with the life of tod ly, and whether 
the conclusions It evidently intends to 
impress wem -\alld to every reader, 
they cannot help but interest. 


It Is ft natural book, one fit for 


today's reading-. For there is thought 
In It, as well ;ts entertainment, and 
the war, somehow, also makes people 
want to think.—H. II.

war would stir Edward Robeson Tay- 
lor to the writing of another book of 
verse, but one would have 'hoped, had 
he given the .subject attention, that 
the deeds of -brutality and the -clash 
of mechanical monstrosities 
would 


have been responsible for a change 
in the poet's meter. 
Sonnets of war- 


time, the sonnets Taylor writes, some- 
how do not seem appropriate. 


Perhaps the San Francisco 
poet, 


who In the past hag written some 
graceful sonnets of theme and spirit 
in lieeping with the form he loves 
best, 'is so enrapt with hip favorite 
verse-vehicle that he cannot give it 
up. Maybo he can write nothing but 
'sonnets; but that can hardly be so. 


Those who believe that the sonnet 


should be used only when there Is a 
facility for delicate shadlngs of mean- 
ing, 'the nuances of 
thought and 


music, and-_Tvhere 'the theme is one 
suited to such a 
lute-string 
touch, 


will be shocked at 
Taylor's 
rough 


lines on "The Lusitanla," "Edith Ca- 
vell," "Verdun," "The Anarchist" ,and 
"The Bomb." 


The distinction to be made is per- 


haps as clear in -the sonnet on "The 
Anarchist" as in any. Here are .a-few 
of .the .lines:

Taylor has expressed .many-ideas in 


his volume of verse that would be 
more impressive in other-meter.

ANDJJEBR1DES 


What strikes one very forcibly in 


the account of Dr. Johnson in the 
Hebrides Is the extraordinary reputa- 
tion he evidently had even in those 
remote parts. 
Of course, one must 


make some little allowance for the 
Infatuation of Boswell, but after all 
Bos'ivo^l, though Infatuated, is very 
truthful, and his estimate is fully 
borne out by the letters, given ver- 
batim, of such men as Lord Elibank. 
It is perhaps a. little too much the 
fashion in the present day to run 
down Dr. Johnson's own writing and 
to attribute his renown too exclusively 
to Boswell. 


But it Is evident from this "Tour" 


that his renown was at least equally 
high before BoKwell wrote at all— 
higher than that of some who cer- 
tainly should have ranked before him 
as men of letters. For instance, it Is 
in this "Tour"' that Boswell tolls tho 
story of Johnson being called "Doctor 
Major" 
and 
Goldsmith 
"Doctor 


Minor."

"Major" and which "Minor," so far as 
literary work wont? The comparison 
may fairly be instituted because they 
both worked in tho samo domain— 
producing poetry, essays, fiction, plays.

say that "London" or "The Vanity of 
Human Wishes" i« eqiyxl to "The 
Traveler" or "The Deserted Village," 
"Irene" to "She Stoops to Conquer,"

field," or even (though in this case 
the Idea would not be so outrageous) 
"Tho Rambler" to "The Citizen of tho 
World ?" 


All the works of Johnson just 


mentioned are well worth reading, and 
certainly do not deserve the compara- 
tive oblivion into which they have 
fallen. 
But he 'did not wield tho 


magic pen of Goldsmith, und no one 
would have felt this more strongly 
or owned it more generously than 
Johnson himself. 
Indeed, it requires 


all the weight of "the Dictionary" to 
make the balance at all oqunl and 
even then, simply regarded us literary 
men, surely Goldsmith was Dr. Major 
and Johnson Dr. Minor. 
But il was 


on the combination of moral with in- 
tellectual merlin than the palm was 
rightly given to Johnson; at least,

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Alexander Stewart 
On Musical Program 


Some of the problems to be settled 
In the process of making; America a 
musical 
nation • were . recently dis- 
cussed by Alexander Stewart, presi- 
dent of the California Music Teachers' 
Association; in an address before the , 
Berkeley Rotary Club. 
He said in 
part: 
' 
' 


The serious study of music offers 
superlative opportunities !n the'traln- 
ing of the body (the physical training 
of the' hands or of the vocal organs); 
of the mind (the mental concentration 
demanded In studying musical theory, 
in 
reading . music, 
In 
memorizing 
pieces, etc.); and of the'emotions (as 
a means of expressing emotions or 
mental 
Impressions, the training of 
the ^Imagination, etc.).' Both as a 
scientific study and as a cultural study 
it haa valuable qualities which should 


, command for It recognition 
In 
the 
scheme of education. 


You who pay the bills for music 
lessons for your family should Insist 
that the one who is teaching your 
children is competent to do that thing. 
A good many thousands:of dollars are 
wasted annually In America on music 
instruction which is incompetent and 
sometimes almost worthless. Hesitate 
to place your children's musical in- 
struction in the .hands of some young 
person .who haa taken a few years' 
music lessons, but -who may know 
practically nothing about methods of 
Imparting her knowledge to others. 
In engaging1 a music teacher re- 
member, too, that the cheapest Is not 
always the best in the long run. Also 
remember that It requires Jn some 
respects 
a 
more 'skillfully trained 
teacher to teach a child than to teach 
an older pupil.- 


Dare I say that much of the Incom- 
petence of the 
present day music 
teaching is due to the injection Into 
the profession of many young women 
without special training as teachers 
and who take 
up. music teaching 
merely In order .to accumulate a little 
extra pin-money, or..sometimes with 
the more worthy object of helping 
out a rather empty family purse, 


• Then there are many'middle-aged 
women, who, having met with sudden 
misfortune and thrown on their own 
resources, turn for means of support 
to a meager and half-forgotten mu- 
sical knowledge acquired in younger 
days. 


It is one thing to be a competent 
performer of music and quite another 
to be qualified to teach the subject. 
Many of our very best concert artists 
are poor teachers. 
I believe that 
•there is a teaching Instinct in music 
just as there is on interpretative In- 
stinct. Many an American music stu- 
dent has wasted money and time In 
study with some foreign concert artist 
simply 
because of the glamor of a 
name, when he might b.etter have 
•stayed in America and studied with an 
Intelligent American teacher. 
In our . best modern methods of 
music instruction we have gotten far 
away from the old German "cudgel" 
ideas of teaching, of "clubbing" the 
instruction into the child. 
We have been forced.to this largely 
because of the different temperament 
of the American child. The sense of 
obedience to authority, is strongly In- 
herent In the German people. 
The 
German student will do what he la 
told to do because he is told to do it. 
The American pupi) must be shown 
the reason for doing It and then In- 
terested in the method of doing it 
before he Is willing"to .work it out for 
himself." 
The latter method 
may bo moro 


difficult but it leads to a greater free- 
dom and Individuality of expression 
and in the long, run it.develops musi- 
cians who are .much .more Interesting 
and Individual In their artistic ex- 
pression. 
. - - . . . ' . 
We have 
epoken 
about "Making 
America Musical" through the train- 
ing of the younger generation. What 
about the grown-ups whom we have 
already with us. Is their case hope- 
less?. 
A leading educator in a report em- 
bodied not long ago in .a Bulletin of 
the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion said: "The American people are 
'eye-minded,', 
and 
moving-pictures 
seem to suit their desires better than 
music. In 
some.,..-;way the 
people 
should be taught,, to hear the signifi- 
cant things of life as well as to see 
them." 
. 
••;•' 
.While "eye'-mihQed" does seem to 
represent the state of mind of a very 
large part of our population at the 
present time 'still there are encourag-' 


Ing signs for those who hold that 
music Is destined to play an Import- 
ant part In the life of tlie American 
people. 
There is encouragement for 
us even In the domain of the motion 
pictures. 
In most of the motion '"pic- 
ture houses today wo fiml the appre- 
ciation of the.'audience quite equally 
divided between the plctuae' films and 
the music of a plpe-orgun,- skillfully 
played. High-class vaudeville, too, Is 
doing much to bring good music to a 
wider audience ,by its, engagement of 
the prominent musical artists, whose 
art otherwise would be beyond the 
reach of the pockot-bookH of'a groat 
number of people. The 1 ova of good 
music is the easiest thing in the world 
to cultivate among the mass of the 
people. To. appreciate the best the 
people need 
only, to hoar the best 


often enough. There arc tunes writ- . 
ten by the great masters of 
music 
which can be whistled just as readily 
as the latest "rag-time" jingle. That 
our . vendors of so-callud American 
popular music appreciate this fact la. 
shown by the use they.have made of 
some of the themes from the great 
composers. A well-known .instance Is 
shown in the use of the tune of Men- . 
delssohn's "Spring Song'' in the mel- 
ody so popular some months ago, en- 
titled "Every Little Movement." It Is 
to be hoped that eventually Mendels- 
sohn may moot the follow who per- 
petrated this m.angled parody of a 
good tune at the top of the steps ap- 
proaching tho haven whore all good 
composers finally find 
refuge, and 
persuade 
him that a movement of 
shoe' leather toward a certain part of 
his anatomy has a deeper "meaning 
all Its own" for him. Tho tune which 
has made, the musical comedy "So 
Long Letty" popular is a direct copy 
almost note1 for note from an aria 
from a grand opera wli'I'-h was writ- 
ten over a hundred years ago. 


That there Is' plenty of good music 
which is not difficult for the average- 
person with no special musical train- 
ing to'learn to appreciate Is shown 
by the experience of those who own 
phonographs. 
Music denlers will tell 
you that the riiajorlty of those who 
purchase . phonographs and start In 
with the cheaper class 'of 
records 
eventually purchase tho better class 
of records of the great artists, who 
eing and play only good music. It is . 
because of this that I am ready to 
afllrm that there Is no .one agency in 
America today which Is doing more 
for the cultivation of a'taste for good 
music than the phonograph. 
I believe that we musicians our- 
selves are to blame, for much of tho 
lack of appreciation of good music 
by the-moss of the people. Wo have 
been too prone to put ourselves and 
our art on a pedestal above the com- 
mon crowd. As one writer puts It: 
"Wo have been accustomed to believ- 
ing that real music was Intended for 
gentlemen possessing the 
financial 
ability 
to wear high-cut hats and 
ladles who could afford low-cut gowns 
•—for the first-nighters, the elect, tho 
'limouslnesciue' few." 
Both musicians and 
music-lovers 
have been too Intent upon the'~effort 
to educate a few more musical ar- 
tists and composers; of establishing 
symphony orchestras and choral so- 
cieties whi'jh shall perform beautiful 
music for a class of people who arc 
most of them already surfeited with 
the beautiful things 
in 
life. 
The 
world does not need more great mu- 
sical artists and more musical com- 
positions as much, as It does to bring 
the music of the masters, which wo 
already have, within the reach of tho 
great mass of the people who have 
less than their share of tho artistic 
in their lives. 
Groat endowed sym- 
phony orchestras are wull enough in 
their way. We need them to promote 
and preserve the Ideals u.nd traditions 
of. tho highest musical art. Tho great 
mass of tho common people, however, 
do not attend tho symphony concerts 
In Boston, New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia and San Ifrancli-co. The rea- 
son is not always because the prices 
aro too'high, either. 
J t Is because 
they have come to look upon such 
th'ing.s as the playthlngK of the wcll- 
to-do along with grand opera with HH 
so-called 
diamond 
horseshoe 
of 
wealthy box holders, Its over-dross.(or 
rather undress) and all the other bar- 
barities, and accoutrements of riches 
With which It Is surrounded. 
Perhaps ouo of tho reasons tho 
average .man or woman shies at tho 
muslii question Is that a sort of halo 
Of mystery has been shed around the 
temple of musical art by Ha devotees; 
arid Its paths have' come to bo looked 
upon by the uninitiated as a kind of 
• holy :ground, to be. troil only by -Its 
priests, wbo /uro supposed.to wear 


their hair long, indulge In Windsor 
ties and low-cut collars, smoke ctgr 
arettes Incessantly, and keep late 
hours, but seldom their appointments. 
As ono musical 
writer who evi- 
dently does not belong to the long- 
haired cult 
of 
genus muslcus has 
cleverly expressed It: 
"There is al- 
most as much humbug about the mys- 
teries of music as there .was about 
tho oracles of Delphi. And the vast 
majority of music lovers have as meek 
and unlnqulrlngr a dread of the Inner 
art and science of musical composi- 
tion as the old pagans had of priest- 
craft. 
There is no deeper 
mystery 
about the tools and trade of music 
than about those 
of carpentry and 
Joinery. 
It Is far easier for some 
.people to write a melody than to 
drive a nail straight. 
But any ono 
who will earnestly try can learn to 
do the ono as easily as Uio other. 
And there are thousands of profes- 
sional composers 
who ought to be 
earning honest livings driving nails 
straight instead of starving to death 
dishonestly driving audiences home. 


"The one mystery of music Is the 
one mystery of all art, and all other 
human Intercourse—personality. Any- 
body can write a novel or a play. 
Almost everybody does. So every one 
can write a sonata or a string quartet. 
But tho number of those who possess 
the spark of magnetism, or felicity 
and eloquence, that number Is small." . 


The point I desire to make Is that 
the average man or woman who has , 
had no special musical training, by 
the reading of biographies of tho com- 
posers, musical essays, a good musical 
journal, 
and 
the 
hearing of good 
music may become an Intelligent and 
appreciative listener. 


If we can succeed In Increasing the 
appreciation of the. public for good 
music we shall do much toward mak- 
ing America a musical nation. 
But 
we shall do even better if we can 
stimulate the personal participation of 
people in music. To listen to good 
music intelligently Is ono. thing; Ao 
have a part In tho maklnp of music 
Is even better. 
I am just enough of 
what 
some of my professional col- 
leagues would call a musical Philis- 
tine to hold that there is moro good 
accomplished hi tho Imperfect though 
sincere attempts at musical perform- 
ance by one of our school bands and 
orchestras, provided it is wisely di- 
rected, than In tho average concert 
by a paid symphony orchestra. While 
tho latter may perform a better ser- 
vice to art still It has not the influ- 
ence for good to the individual par- 
ticipant 
which 
tho 
amateur effort 
possesses. 


Thus the singing of masHCS of peo- 
ple In choruses has social and moral, 
as well as musical value, far greater 
In Importance than any perfect per- 
formance from paid trained musicians. 
Co-operative singing has received so 
comparatively Jlt.Uo ptlmulus In Amer- 
ica largely because of the attitude of 
the average A.merlcan man. 
Unlike 
his, German and English cousins tho 
American man seems to shy at using 
his voice in any other way than In 
conversation or at tho baseball game. 
He seems to try to relegate singing 
to the category of feminine accom- 
plishments along with church-going, 
teas and "classical concerts." 
He Is 
actually ashamed to be caught in the 
act of singing. Thus, wo have hardly 
a song In America toddy tho words 
and tune of which are familiar to any 
number of people. 
With some little effort In this direc- 
tion wo could add ju.st tho one little 
touch lackiwr our public und private 
gatherings—1'urnlsh Just 
tho addi- 
tional zest needed. 
I have heretofore made tho sugges- 
tion that It would bo a splendid thing 
If at our municipal band concerts on 
Sunday afternoon ten or lifloon min- 
utes of the Intermission could bo de- 
voted to tho sIiiKlng of the well-known 
jolk songs of Uio nations and other 
familiar melodies by the entire audl- 
enco. 
Tho words and mui'Ic of these 
songs might bo collected ami bound 
In a volume by tho city and used upon 
those occasions 
and 
at 
any other 
gathering of a civic or patriotic char- 
acter. 
Tho Blblo 
does not say lot 
"tho professional singers praise Him." 
It says: "Let all tho people praiso 
him." 
The Hoclal value of pot ting people 
together In nong Is Inestimable. Have 
you thought that music IB tho ono 
Hiliy? In the world 
today 
which la 
capable of bringing people of diverse 
racial, political, social ami 
religious 
views together. It is Indeed .the uni- 
versal language, the ono common platr 
form upon which it Is possible for 
all mankind to unite. There arc groat 


possibilities 'for good In the assem- 
bling of the people of our cities to- 
gether In great choruses representa- 
tive of all \valkK of life. This might 
bo made ono of the means by which 
the capitalist and wage-earner shall 
b« brought together upon a common 
ground of endeavor. 
. 
, 
Bong was tho language of .those flret 
harbingers of that peace and good- 
will which is to prevail upon all the 
earth. Why should It not, in theae 
days of misunderstanding: and strife, 
be made one of the mean* of promot- 
ing 
the 
universal 
brotherhood of 
man?

chil war, have prevented a develop- 
ment of which China, first of all, and 
her honest friends might profit. 
"Gentlemen, I ask you In the llghj 


of more recent de\elopments to try 
out the history of the last few years 
and find proof for yourselves of how 
greatly in this matter, as In much 
else, we have been misled 
"I am endeavoring to secure 
your 
co-operation in this work of revision 
of a situation built upon misconcep- 
tion and fraud. 
I am asking you to 


cast out the devil of suspicion and 
distrust In order that we, who aro 
allies and partners, may rebuild the 
shattered edifice of mutual confidence 
which means so much as a strong- 
hold for us both. We are neighbors, 
friends and allies. 
"The Pacific ocean Is our common 
hig-hway. These are guarded and the 
high-way has been swept by our ships 
of the pirates of the seas so that 
our countries' trade may continue and 
our Intercourse be uninterrupted. We 
guard the Pacific "-ean together with 
our ships but more than this and 
better than the ships or the men or

-LONTJONV Sept ».—One of the great- 
est of British war efforts has been in the 
department of railway transport, both at 
home and abroad. Very little has been 
said about this work, perhaps because 
it has gone on steadily, silently and -unob- 
served. Some time ago Aristide Briand, 
then Premier of France, visited a. great 
railway workshop behind the British 
lines in Prance. "The great fault I have 
to find with you English," he said upon 
that occasion, "is that you do enormous 
things, but nobody has"'any idea-of what 
you are doing." 
At home, war has put a tremendous 
strain on the railways. It was'an-in- 
stance of Britain's military unprepared- 
ness that military and strategic consider- 
ations found no place before the war in 
her railway systems and management. 
The railways lacked uniformity.- For ex- 
ample, there were three different types of 
air-brake in use, so that rolling stock of 
different companies often could not be 
made up into one train. The width of 
cars and the clearance space between 
tracks railed considerably. 
Very few 
stations had adequate platform accom- 
modation for rapidly entraining troops. 


During the three years of war, much 
progress has been made under govern- 
ment control of the railways, toward 
standardization and such reconstruction 
as was feasible to remedy the most se- 
rious shortcomings. This Is. frequently 
noticeable at rural stations, whore plat- 
forms of the type-most-suitable for milt- 
tary use have replaced:the old suburban 
platforms, and given a military air to 
the otherwise peaceable countryside. • 


The proper platform for entraining 
troops is a wide one running the whole 
length of the longest train. From -such a 
platform troop trains can be loaded at the 
rate of one an hour, and this • rate can 
be improved upon with practiced .troops. 
Where a railway station possessed The 
most up-to-date platform facilities, such 
as all British stations will have by the 
time war is over, it is possible to load 
two trains simultaneously, and such a 
station is called In military parlance a 
"half-hour station." At an ordinary old- 
fashioned wayside station it is often nec- 
essary to allow two hours. 
Entraining is the ruling factor In cal- 


culating troop movement since detraining 
does not take quite so long. 
The maximum normal capacity of a 


double tracked line of railway in England 
is figured by the military specialists at 
six trains per hour each way, in the early 
days of the war, the trains containing the 
British Expeditionary force were run 
Into the docks at intervals of twelve min- 
ute* o;- at the rate of five per hour. On 
•> single-track line three trains per boor 
can be worked each way. 
The principle adopted in Boring troops 


by. train Is *hat each train load should 
be a complete subdivision of a. military 
unit- The size of such a train load is 
definitely limited by the number of coach- 
es of which a train can be made up with 
safety. 
An ordinary infantry battalion 


makes about two train loads. 
During nre days when the first British 


Expeditionary force was being moved to 
France, WO trains were run loaded with 
troop* and M many returned empty, fir- 
ing an arerafe of 260 trains a day em- 
ployed la..the movement of .troops alone. 
In the first year of war, moves -were 
made overseas of 100,000 officers, 2.5S8.000 
other ranks and 542,000 horses. These 
figures Include cross-channel traffic and 
r.'J other moves made by sea. Figures 
for later years, presumably larger, are not 
at present available.

T.,. that'at the age of 9 she had ac- 
quired all the fundamentals of her 
education. Graduated from the State 
Normal school at 'Oswego, N. T., she 
first became principal of the' high 
school at Buffalo, N. T., at the age 
of 20 and later principal of the State 
Normal "school at Indianapolis, Ind.. 
where the Clara J. Armstrong Club 
still 'exists as a testimonial to her 
force of character i and her influence 
as an educator. • 


While serving In this capacity she 
attracted the attention of Dr. Sarmi- 
ento, then Argentine minister to the 
United States, but later president of 
the republic, who tnvlted her to go 
to his. country to aid in the develop- 
ment of education for women there. 
For ten years Miss Armstrong was In, 
charge of a government school for 
women at Catamarca,- a point a thou- 
sand miles inland and far from any 
railroad.

CAN EXPRESS OPINION. 


The view of the court given by Fed- 
'*ral Judge William C. Van Fleet, in 
a, close analysis of the law and of the 
;charges on which O'Conneil was con- 
•vlcted In the Federal Court, will, at- 
toneys hold, be a guide in handling 
others of the kind. 
The salient feature is as follows: 
O'Cbnnell Is not Imprisoned for 
expressing sentiments against the 
" draft law, bat for inducing others 


to resist it. 
He is not sentenced for seek- 
ing to test the constitutionality of 
die law, but for Inducing others 
to resist It without taldnc steps 
toward this test. 
That the offense Is, In the eyes of 
the law, little short of treason, was 
declared by Judge Van Fleet when, in 
a scathing arraignment of the con- 
Ylctejl man, he branded him as a 
traitor to the country of his adoption. 
"I started out with the Idea that 
perhaps we would find your actions 
•rowing out of sentiments of hostility 
to one of the belligerents in this war," 
declared Van Fleet "But I found 
myself driven from this position by 
the force of evidence that was intro- 
duced against you and I was forced to 
the conviction, quite in harmony with 
the verdict of the Jury that tried you,

Van Fleet explained that while their 
degree of guilt was less than that of 
O'Connell, whom he held the ring- 
leader, that the same principles ap- 
plied. The two Smith' boys, he de- 
clared, -were young and he sent them 
to the county jail rather than have 
the stigma of a federal prison or 
felony sentence attach to them. 
"Tour evidence of hostility, not only 


to Congress, but to the President,"

ATHENS, Sept 29.—The working peo- 


ple in some sections are asking that their 
wages be paid in bread, not in money. 
This is one of the effects" of the war and 
the blockade of Greek ports, that it has 
made bread more valuable than money 
and has started the unusual system of 
bread-wages. While'the well-to-do class- 
es have been very prosperous in recent 
months, the poor have suffered greatly by 
the blockade of all food-stuffs, principally 
bread. 
Famished children and women 


crowds around the doors of restaurants, 
seeking bread rather than money. When 
money is offered a beggar he hardly has 
ua« for It, as it will not buy the bread 
he needs. And as money-wages did not 
buy bread, so the working people resorted 


The usual supply of wheat and flour 


come* to Greece and the Balkan countries 
from Bulgaria, Russia and America. But 
the Bulgarian supply is now cut off by 
the barrier of the Central Powers; Bul- 
garia is considered an enemy; and the 
American supply Is cut off by submarines. 
Bread has therefore become the ' great- 
est luxury. It's use Is strictly limited Jjy 
law anfl at the leading hotels one gets a 
small thin slice at each meal, including 
the first breakfast, which Is solely this 
one slice. White bread baa sold as high 
as tl.a pound. 


The entente blockade sent up the price 


of all other foodstuffs beyond the reach 
of the poor. The rise in vegetables has- 
been 40 per cent, butter 60 per cent, meat 
40 per cent Police regulations prevent 
the sale, of meat three days a week. 
There are sugar cards as well as bread 
cards, limiting each one's use of sugar 
and bread. Potatoes have almost disap- 
peared and are more of a luxury than 
the finest fruit 


The animals as well as humans show 


the strain of short rations.' Bony horses 
go about ready to drop. A cabman re- 
fused a fare, saying: "When the country 
can give the horses no oata or hay, and 
very little straw, you can't expect them 
to work," Starved dogs and cats besiege 
the eating places, competing for bread 
with the children, who thrust their skinny 
inns through the windows. The people 
have become accustomed to it and "ehoo" 
off the children as they do flies.

She 
would run^to give, the alarm, -but be over- 
taken by strange men speaking a strange 
tongue and be killed by them at the 
Rock of the Horse.

season's work. The fisheries of Bering 
sea are among the richest in the world. 
The cod banks are : as inexhaustible as

THE HOUSING PKOBLEM. 


;; On another page of today's TRIBUNE will be 
; found an article touching upon the industrial 
.growth of Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda and other 
'Alameda county communities, and giving a partial 
.list of principal new factories put in operation 
.since January 1, 1916, and those factories which 
•have made large additions to their plants since 


' --that date. Substantial further progress will be 
.recorded by the end of the year. It is conserva- 
tively estimated that the ranks of the industrial 
'.workers in this county will show an increase in 
;the period between January 1, 1916, and January 
;1, 1918, of 25,000 wage-earners. In other words, at 
jrthe beginning of next year Alameda county will 


:-haye at least 37,500 wage-earners in her" various 
-industries. . 
•»v This is-an extraordinary growth. It signifies 
Vthat within a few months the east bay district 


will be the industrial center -of San Fran- 
cisco bay, going ahead of San Francisco, and one 


•>.bf the/ most important manufacturing and trans- 
; portation centers on the Pacific Coast. It is a con- 
l dition ^which promises great material advantage 
i ;tor Oakland and her sister cities. Distribution of

r;i At the same time this remarkable industrial ad- 
;yance brings new problems. These must be met 
.intelligently and efficiently if all the potential ad- 


vantages are to be realized. It is now time that 
we look at these problems, one at a time, and deter- 
mine what is best to be done. 


The most pressing, and one which brooks no 


delay, is the housing of the new industrial workers 
What kind and how many homes are to be at their 
disposal and where shall they be located? 


In the first place, if adequate housing facilities 


are not available, the greater portion of the new 
industrial workers will be commuters. They will 
retain their homes elsewhere, maintain their 
families in other cities and send their pay checks 
,away for the support of their families. In the 
•meantime other workers will occupy boarding 
houses and the cheaper rate hotels. 


This is not a desirable condition, and the experi- 


ence of other cities has proved it to be most un- 
fortunate. The most contented workers are those 
*near their homes, and the most fortunate city is 
-that which has provided adequate homes for all its 
".population 


What is needed, and will be a greater need in the 


future, is the small home of moderate price, which 
'.the wage-earner may purchase on easy payments; 
in which he may rear his children and give them 
-enjoyment of the community's facilities for educa- 
tion, recreation and amusement. So far we have 
.made no steps toward providing "cheap home" 
sections, where the industrial worker may rent or 
purchase living accommodations for himself and 
family. 


But it is a problem which must be met. The 


main difficulty under similar conditions in the 
past nnd in other communities has been to deter- 
mine whose duty it is to solve it. In several cities 


it has been accepted as a civic duty in which sev- 
eral factors of business life should share, and real 
estate operators, business men, bankers and other 
Interests have combined to provide adequate and 
proper housing conditions for new industrial 
workers. In one eastern city a corporation wns 
formed to acquire land and build small homes for 
rent or sale at prices within the means of work- 
ing men and limited their profits to five percent. 
Quite significantly they called the enterprise "5 
percent philanthropy." 


It will be readily recognized that the problem of 


providing housing facilities for 25,000 new resi- 
dents is too big for one man or one class of busi- 
ness, and that it is too vitally important to the 
general welfare to permit it being left exclusively 
to any individuals who permit the speculative and 
profiteering instinct to predominate. Factory op- 
erators lately have realized that it pays to provide 
proper housing conditions for their employees and 
many large eastern concerns have built up indus- 
trial colonies, caring for the increase in workers 
ns they gradually occurred. 


But neither can the problem of Alameda County

KEMIXDEB OF PEESENT SEEDS. 


By a series of sermons and commemorative serv- 


ices throughout the United States the Protestant 
churches are beginning the celebration of the 
quadri-centenary of the religious epoch started by 
Martin Luther. The culminating point of interest 
in most of the churches will be October 28th—one 
month from today. 


It was on October 31, 1517, that Luther nailed 


on the door of the Castle Church of Wittenburg 
his famous ninety-five theses in which he estab- 
lished the cardinal ordinances of the Lutheran 
reformation. These and other writings led to the 
excommunication of Luther from the established 
cb-urcb.. It is considered that the above date, 
October 31, 1517, marked the first period of the 
Reformation and the first period in Luther's life. 


The object of observing this event of 400 years 


ago has been described by Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia University as to recall to the 
mind of the twentieth century the significance of a 
great step in intellectual and moral advancement 
To quote Dr. Butler: 


"The modern mind is threatened, as was the 


mind of the sixteenth century, with the dominance 
of a philosophy of life and religion which operates 
to minimize the function and the freedom of the 
individual and to make each individual merely a 
cog in the -wheel of a powerful and dominating 
group." 


The need to find an outlet for the zeal and the 


eternal desire fo'r expression and for responsibil- 
ity is as urgent today as it was four centuries ago. 
So it is in a sense of celebrating an important 
event and epoch in intellectual freedom that the 
Luther qnadri-centenary is being observed. There 
are many thinkers who observe a tyranny in the 
majority of the State, "a majority so constituted," 
says Dr. Butler, "that it is not content with guid- 
ing uie oruinary uusiuess 01 government., uui wkiui 
seeks to conform to a single narrow type the occu- 
pation, the gains, the amusement and the modes of 
living of every individual. If the world needed a 
religious and philosophical reformation in the six- 
teenth century in order to emancipate the individ- 
ual, surely it needs a social and political reforma- 
tion in the twentieth century." 


For intellectual and moral progress Martin 


Luther made .a contribution different only in the 
quantity of its influence from that of Saint 
Dominic, Saint Francis and Roger Bacon, who 
were in reality forerunners and heralds of Luther's 
epoch-making revolt For the help and the inspir- 
ation of these great figures of history all.men of 
all denominations, religions and philosophical 
creeds should be grateful. 


A TRIBUTE-PAYING WORLD. 


"Tlie Kaiser since taking over the government 


[of tJie German empire] Jias regarded it as Ms 
principal and most sacred task to preserve the 
blessings of peace for the German people and the 
world." 


Thus wrote Chancellor Michaelis in behalf of the 


Hohenzollern military master to Pope" Benedict in 
connection with the 'latter's peace proposal. No 
more cynical falsehood was ever given circulation. 
Fortunately tho aims and ambitions of the Kaiser 
are on record, and we need not go further than h 
speech to the army and navy recruits at Hamburg 
in 1S99: 


"Supported 
1>y the strength of my army and 


navy, I hope the time is coming when every Ger- 
man will 6e able to say with pride 'Civis 6er- 
rnanicu* yum,' <w tlie old Romans said 'Civi* Ro~ 
manus sum/ which clearly mean-s 'I am a citizen of 
the German world empire.'" 


The Kaiser Wilhelm of 1899 was the Wilhelm of 


18SS and of 1914. "A German World Empire" was 
his obsession, and in the above he gave to the most 
ambitious Pan-Germanists fresh iuopiratioE. for 
their building. 


When the old Roman said "dvis Romanus sum" 


every inhabitant of the then known world was 
either a "citizen of Rome" or a slave and hostage 
to Rome. Such a position for Germany was the 
aim of the Kaiser and the military caste in start- 
ing the present war, and the destructive, cruel 
shame of it cannot now be masked in platitudes of 
hypocrisy. 


Only he who takes it upon himself to plead for 


a German-made peace will ask that the German 
Kaiser be trusted. 


In other columns of this page will be found an 


interesting resume of the report of Mr. Henry P. 
Davison, chairman of the American Bed Cross for 
the war period, showing what disposition has so 
far been made of funds from the §100,000.000 pop- 
ular subscription raised a few months ago. Tn this

War's Devastation Is Told in Letters 


A visit to Hill 304 in the Verdun sector of the French front under fire from German shells is vividly 


told by Arthur C. Kimber, a member of the first Stanford Ambulance Corps, in the following excerpts 
from a letter to hi* parents in Palo Alts. Kimber took the first official American flag to France after 
the declaration of tear, and responded to the address of welcome when the ambulance unit was honored 
at a big public demonstration. It was this same flag which Kimber defended in New York,, when Uni* 
wrsily of California IHCH tn'eJ to purloin it in the spirit of college rivalry. 


This is the first letter from Kimber to appear in the Oakland TRIBUNE, which is publishing a series 


of personal missives from Stanford men who are in active service.

They 
seemed to ibe having a fine time so 
We decided to go In for a short time 
and get the latest news from real 
recently arrived Yanks; they were In 
an engineering party with headquar- 
ters near C. Every now and then a. 
pollu would sing a song and when-

the chorus happened to be 


snappy all the other Frenchmen would 
Join in heartily. They wanted us to 
sing too. 
After a while we tried, 


but It happened that none of us knew 
i the same songs (except the chorus tf 
Tlpperary) which we found they knew 
as well as we, and which is not Amer- 
ican sjiyway, but English.

songs were either too new for those of 
us who have been in France quite a 
while, or so old that they were for- 
gotten.

ALL TURNED OUT. 


At nine o'clock the proprietor turn-

walk from the top of the hill from 
downtown.

We ran into our 
quarters and before we could say a 
word, the boys verified what Leo- 
pold had said. 


It developed that In the afternoon 


the priest came up. and asked for a 
man to take him and-his captain who 
was wounded but whom the general 
wanted to see, over to where his 
division was located. 
Incidentally, 


this priest is a regular fellow. He is 
}ol!y and good-natured like the priest 
we had when we were connected 
with the Both division. (I underline 
the "were" because I want the censor 
to understand that it is ancient, a. 
thing three months old, and of no 
military Importance, for we were with 
the 65th in June). 


As I was saying this priest is an 


exceptional man; he must have iron 
nerves too, for he has several medala, 
among them the Crols de Guerro with 
three 
palm 
leaves 
and a 
star. 


(Division and army citations.) 


TO SEE VERDUN. 


So at last one of my greatest de- . 


sires while In France' ia going to be 
fulfilled; I am going to Bee Verdun. 
I flew over Rheims Cathedral June 
17th, and now. In a little more than 
two months, the opportunity to visit 
Verdun has presented Itself. 
Oh, I 


forgot to tell you how Law and I 
happened to be the lucky ones. The 
names of all the iboys were written on 
separate slips of paper and put in a 
hat 
Mine waa drawn out first (I was 
i 


away at the time), Law second. 
Therefore, I will take my car and 
Law wJU act as orderly, although 
coming back I will be James to-Pri- 
vate Law. We leave early tomorrow 
morning. I must stop writing now 
and turn In; this letter will <be con- 
tinued later. 


August 30, 1917. 


LS.W and I got -up early this morning 


•o a* to be aJU ready when the priest 
rhould arriri". There happened to be

a slight misunderstanding-: we all ex- 
pected from hla conversation of yes- 
terday that he would want to leave 
for Verdun in tho morning-, EO we 
expected to start early; but after 
priming tip the ambulance and seeing 
that It was in perfect shape for the 
run and waiting- around awhile until 
after nine o'clock, we decided he was 
not going to start until afternon, so 
Curtis, Perley and I had a game of 
"catch;" then we took turns knock- 
Ing grounders for the others to field; 
and Just while we were In tho middle 
of it all. the Jolly priest arrived. I 
ran over Immediately to greet him. 
He took both my hands in his. and 
made several enthusiastic remarks 
which being very rapidly spoken in 
French, I cotfld not completely under- 
stand. 
Thfc French priests. In fact, 


all the French, are awfully cordial, 
and have a 'very profuse -way of 
Erecting; but both this priest and the 
Abbe of our old division, the 55th, 
have a most pleasant way about them, 
so that one feels perfectly easy at 
onco. And talk about bravery, pood- 
ness, these French priests and chap- 
lains will go right out on the battle- 
field and administer last rites and 
blessfngs 
with shells bursting- sJl 


around them. Jlany have Croix da 
Guerres. 


ARRANGE TRIP. 


Well, to get back to my subject. 


He had Just come up to our barracks 
to make final arrangements for the 
trip to Verdun, and was not going to 
start until one o'clock in tho after- 
noon. 


So after he ha.J left we went back 


to otjr came, and later on to break up 
the monotony of the morning, we 
waDc<ti!

When the priest 
arrived after lunch, sharp one o'clock, 
we were In complete readiness to go.

And although the day was 
very bad for photography (it was 
inisty and threatened to rain all the 
time; It ia seldom that wo can flnd 
the sun in this so called "sunny" 
France).

First wo drove to the Hospital St. 


CU.irles. 
Tiiere ivo picked up tho 


captain who was to go with us. He 
la one of the nicest officers I have 
met. In tho recent attack he was 
wounded In both feet, and so, later 
on, had to stay near the machine 
while we walked over the battlefield 
of the last two weeks. Then we sped 
to the other end of Sainte Blene- 
hould, where tho priest got tho cap- 
tain's orderly and baggage. Law, the 
captain'and his orderly rodo in back 
and the priest sat with me in the 
driver's seat. Then commenced one 
of the most exciting and Interesting 
trips that I .have had—the visit to 
Verdun, Hill 304, the country around 
Morte Hommo, and the scene of the 
recent French offensive. 


In spite of the rather dismal day, 


going through the .Argonne Forest 
and over the beautiful country, was 
delightful as it always Is. This coun- 
try is wonderfully attractive. 
The 


stretch between Sainte Menehould and 
Clermont en-Argonne, is'exceptionally 
BO. 
About 20 minutes alter start- 


ing wo camo out'en top ot the h!g-h 
hill east of La Grange aux Bois, where 
one of tho American ambulances sec- 
tions is quartered; and there below 
us, nestled in the broad, wooded val- 
iey, was the lovely village Les Islettes, 
all of its roofs of the characteristic 
and pretty red tile. 


SEE RUINED ROAD. 


As we sped up the road on the other 


side and passed the railway -station, 
we 'saw several overturned freight 
cars and the crumbled and distorted 
steel frames of others. Workmen were 
repairing the track at that point. I 
asked the priest what had caused 
the smash-up and he said that was 
the place where an engine coupled too 
hard with some freight cars loaded 
with ammunition.

This one time beautiful vil- 
lage Is now a. mass of ruins; nothing 
remains undamaged; .it is a. total 
wreck. Such sights are saddening and 
yet they only make one look upon 
the Germans with increasing- hatred 
and hope that before this awful war 
is over they will get a taste of what 
they have been giving the poor 
French and Belgians.

so we made a detour and turned to 
the right at Clermont. He kept us 
Awaiting about ten minutes, but made 
up for It by bringing us back some 
most appetizing cheese-cakes.

CHANGE ROUTE. 


We soon g-ot started again and then 


I gathered from Abba Henoque that 
he was not expecting to go to Verdun 
that day, but only Hill 304; and the 
village of Esnes. This was nearly 25 
kilometers by the road. For a moment 
my high hopes fell, NOT TO VER- 
DUN: 
To be sure Hill 304 and Morte 


Homme had their attractions; they 
are In the Verdun section; but yet 
there is a great satisfaction In actual- 
ly visiting the city around which and 
for which so much of this terrible 
fighting has been carried on. We had 
been told that gendarmes were apt 
to 
stop 
persons without 
military 


passes, and veterans of a. section 
claimed that they were not allowed in 
the city without passes when they 
were near it in March. I asked the 
priest- If it was defendu for us to go 
on to Verdun after leaving- him at 
Esnea? 
He said no. Then and there I made) 


•up my mind to see Verdun that very 
day. 
While pulling up the hill near 


Bethelainville, we noticed a huge 
military cemetery on the hill; there 
were a lot of white spots near it and 
from the distance -we could see men 
working. A poilu hailed us. and upon 
our stopping, told the priest he was 
wanted on tho phone, so while he was 
gone. Law and I walked up the hill 
•where they were Surying French sol- 
diers fallen in the recent attack. It 
wag the most Impressive sight I have 
seen so far. Men were digging a long, 
wide, deep, trench; In. this they were 
placing bodies In close rows side by 
Bide. Tho white spots we had seen 
below were rows of, bodies each 
wrapped up In a larsa -WM canvass 
and tagged for Identity. An odor, the 
result of the bodies being exposed 
'five or six days was quite notice- 
able. 
It was terrible. 
The Kaiser 


and his fellows can never be for- 
given for the death and ruin and dev- 
astation they have caused. Clearing 
up the battlefields is an awful task, 
and the men that identify the fallen 
heroes and bring them in for respect- 
able burial, deserve the highest Kind 
of praise. IS PESSIMISTIC. 


When we returned to the ambulance 
T told Law about my determination 
lo visit Verdun. He was rather pes- 
simistic and hesitated, weighing pos- 
sible consequences, a thing I likei to 
Ignoro, but by the time we left Hill 
S04 ho was persuaded

wards said he was mighty glad he

The driving was bad too, for 
due to recent rains, the road was 
muddy and slippery.

they been chopped up 3>y shell Bra. 
As u, result we were 111 io»v moat of 
the .way, and with our double, load 
were all the time hitting the springs. 
Big shell holes were eo closely.scat- 
tered that at times It was impos- 
sible to avoid them without backing 
first so as to Increase our sharp turn- 
Ing ability, and that, with a Ford, Is 
GOING SOME. .And besides that we 
had to be careful not to run Into big 
French torpedoes and shells which 
had been dropped along the road. 


IS GOOD TARGET. 


Esnes is in a little valley with Hill 


304 on the side toward the Boche. 
Where the road curves around the 
edge of the other hill makes a good 
target for the Germans. We didn't 
get fired on going into Esnea, but 
coming back it was quite exciting. 


Esnes Is another mass of ruins. 


The church tower still stands, but It 
might better be down; it seems out of 
place up. The French have not yet 
had time to clean up the streets and 
huge rocks from nearby ruins block 
the way. To avoid all of these was 
impossible, so we just bumped over. 
In places the road was flooded. The 
road, or rather piste, leading up 304, 
is just "lousy" with French batteries 
recently installed. 
They are most 


cleverly concealed by wire screens 
covered with grass and leaves. We 
saw several of the famous French 
75s and also some of the heavier guns. 


General B. had received the priest's. 


telephone message, and go knew we 
were coming. He met us half way . 
up the hill, and In a few minutes 
we were introduced 'to General N——; 
thus we met three generals In on« 
day. How's that? 


VISIT TRENCHES. 


While the generals, Capt. Y.——. 


the priests and the other officers were 
talking, Law and I seized the oppor- 
tunity of investigating the leeward 
side of 304. We visited some of the 
trenches and saw a. lot that was in- 
teresting. 
But the trenches, dug- 


outs, arbris, etc., are about the same 
all over the front, and as I described 
in detail the trench system at the . 
front lines north of Mourmelon le 
Petit, in the Champagne section nota- 
bly the Casque, Teton, and Mt Haut 
section in one of my other letters, 
I will not burden you with a. descrip- 
tion of those" on Hill 304; they are all 
about the same. Among other things 
that we had not seen before were 
boxes upon boxes of grenades and sig- 
naling rockets; an officer explained to 
us how they worked. Oft to the right 
was le Morte Homme. It was tho - 
most barren kind of a waste. Torn 
and cut up by shell fire, not a bit of 
vegetation remained. Hills near by 
had bits of green, but Morte Homme 


to rjne is that the Germans threw so 
many men a. way in trying to take 
this one hilL 
Of course, Morte .. 


Homme has a strategic Importance, 
but even If the Boche took it .and 
many others, there would still be 
hundreds of hills left for the gallant 
French fo defend. 
The advance to 


Paris at that rate would have cost 
the Germans many more million men 
than they have. 


ROAD IS SHELLED. 
- 


I cannot describe all we saw. 
We . 


simply stared around and wondered. 
Occasionally as the wind blew from 
the lines ajid "No Man's Land," It 
carried 
a 
sickening- odor. 
Other 


things equally horrible don't bear 
mentioning. While we were waiting 
on Hill 304 the Germans began to 
shell the road on the hill opposite 
and on the other side of Esnes. First 
wo would see a huge cloud of dirt and 
smoke near the road, and then we 
Ifeard the whizzing1 sound of the 
speeding shell and then the explosion. 
The shells did not explode so awfully 
far away but they went so fast that 
each time we could see the explosion 
before hearing even the whistle of the 
shell. Nor were the French'slow to 
reply, for their guns kept barking 
'away quite regularly. 


While .ve were watching all thl3N 
and snapping our camera shutters as 
fast as we could load films, one of the 
orderlies called us and said the priest 
and captain were ready to go and 
wanted the machine turned around. 
We could not go up the hill any 
higher and the road was muddy and 
brokeq with shea holes, besides, there 
were lots of shells and grenades ly- 
ing around, and quite a bit of barbed 
wire. So we not only had to be care- 
ful not to slip into shell holes or skid 
off the road, but also to avoid run- 
ning Into or over shells, grenades and 
barbed wire. Honestly, I have never 
driven a car on such a. bad road be- 
fore. The general wanted ttf see the 
captain, and if Uie latter liad not 
been wounded and -weak, he was hurt 
In the attack which carried 304, he 
would have walked from Montzevllle 
and the car would have been left at 
the ambulance station there. 


SNAPS PICTURES. 


I wanted a picture of the church 


at Esnes; the priest stood next to It ' 
for me; it came out fine. It was sure- 
ly exciting when we climbed the hill 
back of Esnes and rounded the cor- 
ner which the Germans were shell- • 
ing. We had to go on low. and it 
seemed as if we never would reach 
the top. Just before we arrived at 
the summit a big shell went oft to 
our left, making an awful noise. 
It 


was followed almost immediately by 


-a smaller one about the size of a 
French 75. It did not make such a 
sound, but a piece of eclat glanced 
off the car and more landed near us. 
Around the corner we nearly ran into 
a shell hole in the middle of the road. 
The car skidded around it. and boun- 
cing and swerving, we made our way 
down the hill to Montzevllle and out 
of shell fire. 
Throughout it all the priest remain- 


ed absolutely calm and silent. He sat 
on the front seat with, me and never 
even budged when tho big shell went 
off; but it certainly was great to get 
around that corner. The trip back to 
Bethelainville was -without incident, 
except that traffic was thick and w« 
had to dodge around a lot. Oh, one 
thing a convoy of trucks had passed 
a certain cross-road and had to turn 
back. 
They were turned sideways 


and blocking the road. It was nec- 
essary to crowd way over on the edge 
to pass them. 
After a short delay 


we got by and having arrived at 
Bethelainville, the captain, priest and 
orderly got out (the others fiad been 
left on 304), posed for a picture ana 
bid us good-bye. At last IAW and I 
were oft for Verdun proper. 


The main road to Verdun Is per- 


fect, and with tho throttle opened 
wide the old Ford ambulance rattled 
right along. Half an hour of speeding 
and we crossed tho bridge over the 
moat and rumbled under the Porte 
d« France.

WALLED CITY. 


The city of Verdun la surrounded by 


a huge wait-outside of which is a 
deep, broad moat. The French liave 
placed barbed wire entanglements In 
the moat and along certain streets of 
the city, evidently determined to pro- 
tect it .to the last ditch. Verdun will 
never fall to the Hun. Our stay la • 
this world renowned city waa very 
brief, for we had 42 kilometers to go 
In an hour and a half. But It was 
long enough to get the everlasting 
photographs and at- least one thrill. 
The,streets were absolutely deserted, 
except" for an occasional camion roll- 
ing through with Its load of shells.. 
Every now and then we would pass 
a guard, crouching- in a little arbris 
set in the wall of some wrecked 
building. 
When w e came to the . 


place where we could look -down on 
the church. I suggested that Law 
pose for a picture with the church 
in the background The light was very, 
bad so It was necessary to give the 
camera a four opening, maximum 
shutter-and a 25th of a second, the 
slowest snap we had. Suddenly a big 
shell went whistling overhead and 
as the camera clicked. Law turned 
quickly. 
The picture blurred as we 


found out last liight when we de- 
veloped. That was the only shell that - 
landed while we were in Verdun, but 
it was enough. Nothing could have 
added to' the picture of that ruined 
.and dismal city with its houses 
wrecked and Its streets blocked by 
debris. We had seen all of Verdun 
we wanted under the circumstances. 
One did not relish the idea of a house 
or wall falling over him. We turned 
the csr around, went. out the same 
gate we had entered, and started the 
long and tiring journey back to Sainte 
Menehould.

FOOD IS GOOD. 
It was very late when we finally 
pulled in and climbed the hill to the 
ibarracks. The cook had saved eome

was a little cold did not matter, espe- 
cially when we were so hungry. All 
the boys asrea that since coming to 
France their appetites have been tre- 
mendous. Why, no one knows. The 
food is good and wholesome and there 
is. plenty of it; we don't work all 
the time or so awfully hard; there 
may be nothing to do for several days, 
and then we are rushed all night'and 
the next day. But. we are ALWAYS 
ravenous. Afterwards we-developed 
the films. Although the light had bssn ' 
very bad, eighteen of the pictures 
turned out excellent 
The ones of 


Morte Homme, Hill SO*, the generals 
and priest, the church at Esnes with 
the priest, and two of Verdun, are ex- 
ceptionally good. 


The night was well along when we 


finally turned In, but the 30th of 
August, 1917, was BOMB DAY for us.

But in sizing up Schupp s 
chances the tall pitcher opines that Ferdie 
will he up as:un:st almost as hard a task 
as Alexander faced in 1915, and will meet 
the same fate. 
"Schupp is a great pitcher in his own 
league." says Caldwell. "and would prob- 
ably do well against most clubs in the 
.American League. 
But the White Sox 
do not fear left-banders, and the fact 
that Coding and Jackson don't mind speed 
and are liable to hit left-handed speed 
as well as the other kind at any time 
makes it look rather dusky for the 
Giants. 
"If Schupp can not stop the White 
Box I scarcely believe that Benton and 
Sallee can do it, good pitchers though 
they are.

AUTO SETS NOTABLE RECORD RUN 


• Lauding the performance of bis car 
and commenting with enthusiasm on the 
power and endurance shown by It dur- 
ing1 a recent gruelling motor trip from 
Oakland to Portland, Seattle and Spo- 
kane, E. F. McCombs of this city tells 
in detail the story of the trip in a letter 
received this week br George A. Troutt. 
manager of the Hollier Pacific Company, 
coast distributors for the Hollier Six and 
Eight. . 
*"On the way north." writes McCombs, 
:'I limit: the trip frum Oitklantl to Port- 
land, a distance of 743 miles in three 
days easy running, I found, however 
upon my arrival that few motorists make 
the trip under four or five days, as it 
includes 65 miles of the Sacramento can- 
yon, .which owing to narrow roads and 
sharp turns can not be driven much under 
five hours.

"The run from Portland to Seattle; a 
distance of 216 miles was made in V& 
hours running- time and the Hollier ne- 
gotiated the run from Seattle to Spo- 
kane, by way of Lake Chelan, a total of 
413 miles In two days. 
"The roads from Spokane to Portland 


were the worst of the. whole tr!p and 
at times the Hollier was plowing through 
sand that was hub deep and negotiating 
highways that -were literally seas of 
dust. 


"After putting the car through this 


gruelling test I am more than ever as- 
sured of the worth and stamina of the 
Hollier. 
The total mileage of the trip 


was only 27 miles less than 3.0001 miles 
and the entire distance was covered in

er takes his cur out on the road for a

trip. The very first thing to do on le- 
ceivlng a new motor car ia to go care- 
fully over the lubrication system to make 
sure that it is ready for business. I£ 
the transmission and rear axle housings 
ore filled with grease remove it and sub- 
stitute a gear oil which should be of 
light body for winter use- and heavy for 
summer. 


THE BATTERY. 


Nkxt on the • list comes the battery. In 
thtse days- when freight shipments are 
often delayed, the battery sometimes los- 1 
e» much of its vitality before it reaches | 
the owner's hands. In spite of the fact | 
that -it left the factory in good shape. 
Test 'the battery with a hydrometer to

cannot dp it; be sure that the service 
Itation does so.

In,the haste of getting the car to the 


customer the agent may have neglected 
to pump up the tires to the proper pres- 
sure, or one of them may have a slow 
leak in Us valve, so that the pressure has 
b*«n sadly depleted on the trip to its new 
owner.. Check up the pressure in all 
tires.with a gauge. 
Having made these inspections, we 


may assume: that the car is ready for 
the road. Very well, drive it carefully. 
jJo not try to see how fast it will go, for 
remember that al Ithrough that intricate 
mechanism, wherever moving parts come 
together, a wearing in process is going 
oh; and excessive speed may cause ser- 
lous damage. Until the parts have worn 
to, it Is difficult for the lubricant to get

We touched on the subject of lubrica- 


tion before we would again emphasize

copious, complete and correct, if the full 
pow*-** p'-nc^T*!^^- vahi* of the fuel con- 
sumed Is to be obtained. 


Then there is the question of tires. It

wasted when 
the tires are

under-inflated, so that an p\cesslve area 
of tho trend comes in contact with the 
ground.
